NOTIFICATION 

,New Delhi, the 8th March, 1999 

S. O. 144(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary to appoint a Commission of 
Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into a definite matter of public importance, namely, the accident on the 
26th November, 1998 involving collision of 3152 Dn. Jammu Tawi—Sealdah Express with derailed coaches of 2903 Up 
Golden Temple Mail on the Ambala—Ludhiana Section of Northen Railway; 

And whereas the Central Government has passed a resolution in this behalf to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for 
the said purpose; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 
1952), the Central Government hereby appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of Mr. Justice G. C, Garg, a sitting judge 
of Punjab and Haryana High Court. 

2, The Commission shall make an inquiry with respect to the following matters, namely;-— 

(a) the causes of the said accident; 

(b) the person or persons, if any, responsible for the aforesaid accident. 

3, The Commission shall suggest safeguards for the prevention of similar accidents in future. 

4. The findings of the Commission shall include the matters specified in sub-paragraph (a) and (b) of paragraph 2 
and paragraph 3. 

5. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government as soon as possible but not later than four 
months from the date of publication of this notification. 

6, The headquarters of the Commission shall be at Chandigarh and/or any other place determined by the 
Commission, 

7. The Central Government is of opinion that, having regard to the nature of the inquiry to be made and other 
circumstances of the case, all the provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section (5) of section 5 
of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952) should be made applicable to the said Commission and the Central 
Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of the said section 5, hereby directs that all the provisions 
of the said sub-sections (2) to (5) of the section shall apply to the Commission.
